East, President Eisenhower has con- 
fronted a new struggle’ within his Re- 
publican Pafty, or a new version of 
an old one 

Half way through its current ses- 
sion, the Congress shows little dis- 
‘position to follow the President's ad- 
vice on major domestic policy. 

It has approved the Eisenhower 
Doctorine as part of a long-standing 
bipartisan foreign policy but it has 
begun to whittle down the Govern- 
ment’s budget of $71.8 billions; it is 
critical of the President's fareign aid 
program totalling $4.4 billions; it 
hesitates to appropriate large sums 
for school construction; it has failed 
so far to liberalize the immigration 
laws; it seems unlikely, to pass new 
civil rights legislation over a threat- 
ened filibuster by southern senators. 

Mr--Eisenhower has shown at ‘his 
recent and highly revealing press 
conferences that he realizes better 
than ever the difficulty of converting 
the old guard Republicans to his 
“Modern Republicanism.” Yet he 
himself has moved still farther away 
from the old Republicanism and 
much closer to the Democrats’ New 
Deal and Fair Deal which he assailed 
so vigorously in 1952. 

A few days ago the issue between 
the President and his right-wing fol- 
lowers came into the open when Re- 
publican Senator Barry M. Gold- 
water, of Arizona, bitterly con- 
demned Modern Republicanism by. 
name and the President's “abomin- 
ably high budget.” _ The Republican 
Party, the senator said, was pledged 
to reduce spending and—taxes and 
“to do otherwise constitutes a be- 
trayal of the public trust.” Senator 
Goldwater's speech.did not fall far 
short of censuring the President for 
betraying the public trust 

As usual Mr. Eisenhower showed 
patience with the right-wing rebels. 
“These people,” he told his press con- 
ference, “have the right to their own 
opinion.” But “I happen to believe 
that in this day and time we cannot 
use the governmental processes that 
were applicable in 1890. . . We have 
got to adopt the great principles of 


the Constitution to . . . the conditions 
of our time.” 

There, in a few simple phrases, is 
the issue which has divided the Re- 
publican Party and dogged the Presi- 
dent from the day of his nomination 
in the summer of 1952, when Modern 
Republicanism was conceived but not 
yet born. At every turn since then 
Mr. Eisenhower has found himself 
struggling mainly with his own party 
rathér than with the Democratic op- 
position, whose social views (outside 
the solid south) so closely resemble 
his own 

That inner Republican schism 
was briefly disguised during last 
autumn’'s election campaign and the 
President was elected by a huge ma- 
jority, including millions of normally 
Democratic voters 

With this .new 
President laid down his legislative 
program at the beginning of the 
year. Essentially,.in -both domestic 
and foreign affairs it is a program 
designed to maintain and expand the 
basic policies of Presidents Roose- 
vent and Truman while improving 
their administration. 

Abroad communism is to be “‘con- 
tained” by military strength and aid 
to the nation’s friends—a policy in- 
stituted by President Truman and 
Mr. Dean Acheson. At home the 
benefits of the nation’s increasing 
wealth must be more fairly distrib- 
uted and, in the President’s own 
words, the people must “participate 
in the progress of our economy.” 

There can be no doubt, from the 
last election returns, that the Presi- 
dent’s general objectives have the 
majority support of the nation and 
pretty broad support, too, from the 
Democrats of the Congress. The real 
opposition comes from within a 
group of die-hard Republicans, the 
same sort of men who have recently 
damaged Canadian - American rela- 
tions 

The next few months of the Con- 
gressional session will show how 
much Modern Republicanism, so 
widely supported in theory, can ac- 
complish in fact, and whether the 
President's power in his party is 
growing or declining in the first 
phase of his second term 
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an

U NITED STATES ACCEPT- 
ance, even though under pro 
test, of Egypt’s plan for operation of 
the Suez Canal appears to close, 
at least for the present, the “Suez 
incident.” 

President Nasser is left in com- 
plete command of the situation with 
no practical opposition in sight. 

It is true that Colonel Nasser’s 
plan, now registered with the United 
Nations, appéars to follow in a gen- 
eral way the six principles recom- 
mended by the Security Council last 
Oct. 13. But he has in no sense re- 
linquished sole contro! of the opera- 
tion of the canal as Britain and other 
nations wished. The rules now to be 
enforced have been set up entirely 
at his pleasure and presumably could 
be abandoned in the same way. The 
West has no guarantee, beyond that 
provided by his voluntary recording 
of intentions with the U.N 

One of the main points of conten- 
tion, apart from the overall principle 
of international control, is the pro- 
hibition against Israeli . shipping 
President Nasser still insists that a 
state of war exists between Israel 
and Egypt, and that the Constanti- 
nople Convention of 1888 permits 
him to bar enemy vessels 

The six principles devised by U.N 
Secretary - General Hammarskjold 
and adopted by the Security Council 
included free and open transit with- 
out discrimination, respect for Egyp- 
tian sovereignty,.insulation..of..the 
canal from politics, toll arrangements 
to be decided between Egypt and the 
users, and allotment of part of the 
tolls to development work 

The Egyptian leader has followed 
these concepts closely enough to re- 
move the likelihood of violent foreign 
objection. The U.S. has accepted his 
version reluctantly; Britain, France, 
Sweden, Australia and one or two

Current Security Council discus- 
sions will likely do no more than 
record objections to Colonel’ Nasser’s 
program. With United States accept- 
ance, and use of ‘the canal even by 
British shipping, only some major up- 
set should reopen the problem anew 

That upset could come, of course 
from the critical situation in Jordan, 
which now is under martial law and 
attempting to stabilize matters fol- 
lowing the abortive leftist and Egyp- 
tian-sponsored attempt to seize 
power from King Hussein. 

It is important in this connection 
to note that even though the United 
States has acceped an Egyptian solu- 
tion to the canal controversy it still 
carries the authority to subdue a 
threatened war in the area 

This was openly demonstrated 
last week by. President Eisenhower's 
declaration and the dispatch of the 
U.S. 6th Fleet to the eastern Mediter- 
ranean. Colonel Nasser has won a 
round; he has by no means won the 
fight. The Jordan disturbance itself 
demonstrates that his dreams of a 
pan-Arab empire rest on very shaky 
foundations. ‘ :

In to emphasize the reality of 
this Iraqi support, Iraq's tough old Pre 
mier Nuri Pasha has concentrated the 
fiower of his army at H3, a pumping 
station on the pipeline near the Jordanian 
frontier 

The card even more 
important to King Hussein in the earlier 
period than it is today Even five days 
when he was taking his decisions 
and making his plans, no one could be 
absolutely sure how the Arab Legion 
would perform in the final test. It had 
successively lost two commanders-in- 
chief; it had been riddled with disloyalty; 
it had been subjected to a nasty purge. 

As matters have turned out this far, 
the Legion has performed in these last 
days of crisis with great efficiency and 
unblemished loyalty But King Hussein 
could not know this would be the case 
when he sent for Mr, Mallory at the be- 
ginning of the last hectic week 

The king intended then, as he still in- 
tends, to call the Iraqi troops into Jordan 
if he could not control the situation with 
his own resources. 

Besides the Israeli threat, the king also 
had to thik of the foreign troops already 
in Jordan. And while the Saudi Arabians 
in the south had been placed by King 
Saud under King Hussein's personal com:

The mere placing of 
the Iraquis on the border, plus the strong 
warning addressed by Nuri Pasha to 
President Shukri  al-Kuwatly, 
could be considered sufficient to keep the 
Syrians fairly quiet... But—nothing— less 
than.-strong American measures could 
keep the Israelis out once the Iraqis 
crossed the Jordanian border 

Such _was_the_ position,..suich..were.the 
complex risks that King Hussein had to 
weigh and calculate, when the young 
king sent for Ambassador Mallory. 

After the long interview between the 
king and the ambassador there was a 
pause, or at least an apparent pause, 
For it seems likely that a stern warning 
against Israeli intervention in Jordan 
under any circumstances whatever was 
rather quickly sent off by Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles to his old friend, 
Israeli Foreign Minister Golda Meir. 

Then, as the Jordan crisis entered its 
present acute phase, public action. natu- 
rally followed. The recall of the Amer. 
ican officials from Jerusalem was very 
plainly intended “we mean busi- 
ness." The movement of the 6th Fleet 
said the same thing. and so did Mr. 
Eisenhower's statement 

These last had the 
virtue of saying “we mean business” not 
to the Israelis only but also to the Krem- 
lin, the Syrian fomenterg of Jordanian 
discontents, and the Egyptian organizers 
of the Jordanian faction hostile to King 
Hussein 

Whether King Hussein would have 
taken the decision he did take, if he had 
not been liberated from the Israeli threat, 
is a question no one can answer. But 
at least the odds were ‘greatly improved 
by this American contribution; and who 
does not feel more free to take a gamble 
when the odds improve?

Josef was called into 
the army. With the military 
alliance that followed Hitler's 
spread of power, he was trans- 
ferred to the navy of Ger- 
many to translate to Germans 
the words of impressed Hun- 
garian and Rumanian labor- 
ers at Black Sea ports 

That was when Josef last 
saw his family. 

At war's end Josef was 


turned loose in Germany. He 
could neither go to them nor 
bring them to him. Even the 
Germans were living in rubble 
heaps. He waited eight years 
in Germany—finally gambled 
on a chance to come to Can- 
ada. He had heard of other 
families being reunited here 

It was his brother, Franz, 
and sister-in-law, Hilda, who 
helped him come te Victoria 
four years ago. 

They shared their tiny fiat 
with him and found Josef a 
job at a sawmill. He saved 
every penny, even when he 
was laid off and subsisted 
only on unemployment insur- 
ance. 


Ald. Wilson Started Machinery 


His night school English 
teacher, Mrs. W. H. Wilson 
(now Ald. Wilson), learned 
his story and took him to Red 
Cross House. The long hard

A natural pearl is made from 
layers of glossy nacre. This is 
the materia] an oyster uses to 
cover the inside of his shell. A 
cultured pear] has but a few 
layers of nacre covering. Nacre 
is no more than a blend of com- 
mon limey chemicals which are 
dissolved in seawater. But then. 
a diamond is no more than a 
crystal of common carbon. Dia 
monds and pearis are valuable 
because they are rare and beau 
tiful arrangements of common 
elements. A perfect, natural 
pearl is as hard to come by as 
a diamond—and certainly as 
beautiful 


| Many shellfish make pearls, 
but only the pearl oyster makes 
the valuable oriental gem pearl. 
These oysters enjoy life in cer 
tain warm ocean waters. They 
are relatives of the food oysters 
that repose the floors of 
jbays where streams and rivers 
empty in fresh water. Pearl 
oysters are found in the Per 
sian Gulf, off northern Austra 
lia, Japan, the East Indies and 
the warm western shores of 
America. 


These regal] oysters line their 
shells with the most beautiful 
nacre of all. Nacre is also called 
mother-of-pearl, which is fair 
enough since it is the substance 
used to make pearls. The ingre 
dients are sifted from seawater 
by the oyster, just as your body 
sifts the goodness from food 
The ocean chemicals are pro- 
cessed and secreted from the 
oyster’s special skin.

How Are Pearts Formed in Oysters? |

bent Its radiant colors are 
bent as by a prism. This is 
what gives the translucent glow 
to mother-of-pearl. 

If all goes well, an oyster 
simply covers the inside of his 
shells with layers and layers of 
hard smooth nacré These 
smooth walls are necessary to 
protect his soft body. But some 
times a bit of grit, a worm ora 
parasite gets wedged between 
the wall ahd the skin. Some of 
the special cells which secrete 
the nacre may be trapped 
around the irritating guest 
They continue their work as/ 
usual. Only instead of covering 
the inside walls, they cover the 
scratchy litfle invader 

As time goes on, the bit of 
foreign matter is buried under 
layers of smooth, glowing 
nacre. Once in a great while, 
the nacre cells form a perfect 
sphere around the invader and 
in time a perfect pearl is 
formed. But most often the 
pearl is stuck to the shell, or 
otherwise placed to grow lop- 
sided 

Cultured pearls are started 
with small beads of shell mater- 
ial placed in the oyster where 
they will grow round. Their 
value depends upon the number 
of pearly layers and this de- 
pends upon how long they are 
left in the oyster. On the sur- 
face they have the same beauty 
as natural pearls made entirely 
by the oyster. But they do not 
have the same deep, translucent 
glow. What's more, their pearly 
coats may chip and peel away.

And while the Saudi Arabians 
in the south had been placed by King 
Saud under King Hussein's personal com- 


against Israeli intervention in Jordan 
under any circumstances whatever yas 
re quickly sent off by Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles to his old friend, 
Israeli Fo zn Minister Golda Meir. 

Then, as the Jordan crisis entered its 
present acute phase, public action natu- 
rally followed. The recall of the Amer- 
ican officials from Jerusalem was very 
plainly Intended to say “we mean husi- 
ness rhe moyement of the 6th Fleet 
said the same thing. and so did Mr. 
Eisenhower's statement 

These last two moves also had the 
virtue of saying “we mean business” not 
to the Israelis only but also to the Krem- 
lin, the Syrian fomenters of. Jordanian 
discontents, and the Egyptian organizers 
of the Jordanian faction hostile to King 
Hussein 

Whether King Hussein would have 
taken the decision he did take, if he had 
not been liberated from the Israeli. threat, 
is a question no one can answer But 
at least the odds were greatly improved 
by this American contribution; and who 
does not feel more free to take a gamble 
when the odds improve?

The religions are marching 
off in all directions in the firm
